E ve ry man of observation must have seen 
that slavery, for years past, has baea slough- 
ing off in the middle and western States.

iM it l>f borne in mind that these cause- 
not local in their operation. They 
will find their way to the south and will 
there produce the same results. I speak 
not of probable results, but of the necessary 
and eternal relations of cause and effect. 
The unequal competition of slave with free 
labor, must be the same every where. Th :- 
indomitable energy and sujicrior sk.ll and 
industry of the whites, with a dense and 
overflowing population, will uli'miau lv de- 
prive the slave of his employment, and ren- 
der him valueless as property. The laws 
of population will remain the same in all 
time to come. We must remember the: 
the present and the past are not the future. 
TrMiav is not fortver. The val je of slave 
propertv in the middle and western Slates, 
has bepe kept up by the demand in the 
south. That demand must have an end. 
The statesman can now define with perfect 
certainty, the boundaries of slave tcriitory. 
The growth of population in the free States, 
and tu the vaat territory from which free 
Statsa are to be made, ia ao rapid as almost 



revem of nil ibis is true in the South. Ta 
riff or BO Tariff, the older alare holdinj 
Stat 's seem to be subject to an irreverribh 
law of dei line. This cannot be attributed 
10 the dearitf oi their population, which is 
in font very small compared even with our 
own free States, and almost nothing in con- 
ttaat with the States of Europe. 

From 1896 to 1846 the population of 
Vugittia and the Ciuolinas made almost no 
advaii e. On the other hand, Alabama. 
Mississippi, and Louisiana, increased rapid- 
ly. If the Tariff produced the misfortunes 
of the former, what caused the prosperity 
of the latter" But now the MMB Stagna- 
tion is beginning to be felt in the new States, 
which has hitherto been witnessed in the old. 
The good cotton lands are becoming ex- 
hausted, and slavery has performed its mi»- 
riOB. Emigration lo those States will in a 
few years cea-e, and the tide will pass on to 
Texas, whicli. in its turn, will undergo th. 
same process of rapid settlement, early ma 
turitv. and speedy decline. 

If the Tariff injuriously affects aericultuie, 
1 it nime be most seven lv felt by that species 
arhiei ie least profitable. Those sections 
of Bat country which are i hiefly or whollv 
concerned in the production of Rrain, fruits, 
and v egetables, and cattle and horses, would 
if the position I am combating be true, ex 
bibit an appearance of the greatest exhaus 
lion and poverty; w hile the sections produ- 
cim; tobacco, cotton and rice — article* whi< h 
enjoy the monopoly of every maiket in the 
WOrU — would be supposed to suffer least 
from the burthens ol the Tariff. But in 
fact the grain-growing States are in a far 
better condition than those produciug the 
BBl staples. A glance at tno map of the 
Uawd States will show, by those exponents 
of s >eial advancement — towns and cities — 
that ihe farming States are much ahead o: 
the planting in all the constituents of na- 
tional wealth. 

The proportion of capital inveated in 
manufactures in the Northern States is very 
inconsiderable, compared with that engaged 
in other branches of industry— and thafpro- 
portion af capital engaged in the manufac- 
ture of articles which dopend on protection, 
is still less. The Protective policy, there- 
fore, cannot account for the prosperity of 
that section, any more than it cannot cause 
the impoverishment of ihe South.
